Oil the 11th January, 1985, Sub-Inspector Daulat Singh, 
Lance Naik Subhash Chaud and others, while returning in 
a dvd bus were stopped by a truck diiver of Jahanabad. The 
tmek driver informed Shri Duulat Singh about the 
road block by a gang of 15 dacoits at Nihalpur to hold up 
vehicles for committing dacoity. Shri Daulat Singh persuaded 
the truck driver to proceed further with CRPF protection. 
JLe briefed all personnel regarding the presence of dacoit.s 
and action to be taken in ease of encounter with them.

As soon as the motor-cycle 
and the scooter stopped. .Sliri Ghosh, alongwith the 
Constables, accosted them and immediately snatched the 
rifles and DBBL gun which were found loaded. The culprits 
were asked to. produce the licenses for these fire-arms, but 
instead, the culprits took out their concealed pistols and 
starting firing at the Police* Party, In the course of firing the 
two Constable! received bullet injuries and succumbed to their 
injuries, while Shri Ghosh had a very narrow escape. He 
kept his cool and started firing from the rifle snatched fropi 
Ihe miscreants and gunned down two of the culprits and 
injured the third one. The remaining culprits escaped taking 
advantage of the ‘Arhar’ iields. 

Shri Piuspn Kumar Ghosh, Deputy Supdt. of Police, dis¬ 
played conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantly under rule 4 (i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and consev 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 10th April, 1982,
